character and credit being in some degree inyoiyed in the 
management, it more especially claims your attention. Nor 
is it my purpose in touching upon what 1 may consider 
errors, to impuzn or animadrert upon its general manage- 
ment. or that of other banks. Anger and censure would 
probubly be beiterdirected to those who brought the mass 
of them into exisience—to thoze who opened the way, 
tempted and invited to enlarged issues; and tothe failure of 
the iezislaiare te prescribe the necessary restrainis, than te 
the banks or their directors. ^ 

The provision exempting the steck of this bank from 
#axation, and the one proiectng its transactions from *' 
thorough investigation, | have always considered objection- . 
able on account of their unequal and discriminating char- 
acters, Touching its management, so far as 1 am advised, ` 
fam induced to believe that most, or all that can properly 
be objected to, may be traced, first, 1o its participating too 
freely in the views and interest of various commission 
houses; and secondly, in its. becoming the depository ofa 
portion of the public revenue—the one by a union of me- 
teresis sircugly iempüng te avarice—the other, by its/ 
inerensed means, prompling io over issues, 
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"Fhe almost unlimited credit given to the accepted paper 
‘pf these commission houses, and the favorable rate of ex- 


;thange, induced the Bank in some degree, to overlook its 
‘obligations to the community at large, and to indulge too 
^ freely in the purchase of bills; which gave to these house: 


< the use and control of an undue proportion of its capital, as 


it was through them alone that the planters and traders 
(with very fimited exceptions) were enabled io procure 
money. Stimulated with the prospect of gain, these house: 
extended wiih a reckless imprudence iheir operations, pro- 
ducing a factitious state of things, indicating by the en- 
hanced value of property a redundancy in the money mar 
ket, when in point of fact tne supply was so inadequate to 
the urgent demands, that the rate of interest rose to double 
iis ordinary standard. The charge has been made and re- 
iterated, that the banks have overacted, and that the policy 
pursued by them has contributed largely to the embarrass- 
ments of the country. Although their acts are not entirely 
defensible, yet much may be said in extenuation: Where 
Hes the original cause? Who tempted and urged them to 
this course? The answers may be found in their reception 
of the public deposiies, and the instructions given by the 
Secretary of the Treasury to the Deposite Danks. 

It seerns to me there was an evident impropriety in the 
Planters Bank becoming the receptacle of the national 
funds for several reasons. The benefits to be realized to a 
bani, frem the use ofa fund held by so precarious a tenure, 
must be greatly impaired if not destroyed; and its loans 
must be embarrassing to all parties, but especially so to the 
institution. It gave an opportunity for an insidious tamper- 
ing, which with different materials to operate upon, might 
have ied fo an influence and control highly derogatory to 
ihe dignity and sovereiznty of the state. Í 

Mr. Taney, in his letter to the Girard Bank says, “Fhe 
deposite of the publie money wil enable you.io afford in- 
ereased facilities to commerce and to extend yonr accom- 
modations to individuals; and as the duties which are pay: 
able to the Government arise from the business and enter- 
prise of the merchants engaged in foreign trade, it is but 
reasonable that they should be preferred in the additional 
accommodations which the public deposites will enable your 
institution to give, whenever it can be done without injus- 
tice to the claims of other classes of the community.” The 
two banks of this State, so far as 1 am enabled to judge, 
have acted in accordance with the spirit and letter of this 
instruction, and particularly as regards the preference to 
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be given, and it may be worthy of remark, that a very 
large portion-of the fund thus loaned, is now in suspension. 

In this posture of affairs the € specie circular? made its 
appearance, which had the effect of disturbing the course 
ef exchange, by making gold and silver, worth more than 
bank bills, and causing a sudden demand and continued ; 
run for specie. The banks made every effort by narrowing ; 
their discounts, and confining their operations to the pur-' 
chase of bills to be converted into specie, in order to meet; 
the demand for coin ; and /if these bills could have been: 
made available, I have little doubt tht they could, and } 

~would. have sustained themselves. n 

Under these circumstances it is to be regretted that the 
laie President should have taken occasion to remark that 
** the history of. the world never has recorded sach . base 
treachery and perfidy as has been committed by the depo- 
sité banks against the government? As to the accuracy 
of this sweeping denunciation in its general application, I 
am not prepared to speak with precision, but the charge, 
as applied to the banks of this State, will probably gain lit- 
tie credence, opposed as it is by the known high character 
of their offcersand directors. The course pursued by the 
Planters’ Bank, since ihe suspension of specie payments, 
must show that the impression was founded in error. It 
seemgthat the bank adopted resolutions to pay interest on 
its ‘citenlation to make no dividend—to make no new 
loans, nor to do any thing by which its circulation would be 
increased; and I presume that the conduct of the Agricul- 
tural Bank is alike defensible. 

Individuals have no doubt indiscreetly pushed their wild 
speculations, but they tcowere encouraged by the prospect 
of obtaining increased facilities through the creation of 
new banks; thusit would seem that the banks and indivi- 
duals have both overacted, and have equally incurred the 
risks apd vicissitudes of trade; and by an unfavorable 
change of circumstances, both became cramped and em- 
barrassed in their operations. At length the intensity of the 
pressure, operating upon the banks as individuals, caused a 
suspension of specie payments, which by cutting off all 
facilities for borrowing, placed us in the most trying sit- 
uation, upon the issue of which depended ihe credit of 
the State; and requiring of this community the uimost 
firmness and respect for the supremacy of the laws and good 
order, “Thai both have been so far nobly sustained, must 
remain a source of proud gratification. The eyes of 
sister States have been turned upon us with distrust, but the 
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manner in which the shock has been borne must disabuse 
the publie mind, and not only restore confidence in our good 
faith, but may justly challenge a share of their admira- 
tion. i 

Thus situated, sound: policy requires your best aid to sus- 
tain and'not to. erush our institutions—to remedy and not too. 
rigidly enforce the penaity of the bond. 

The latest information relative to the European.money 
market, presents the ‘prospect of a favorable negotiation of 
the State bonds proposed to be issued under the charter of 
the “Mississippi Union Bank." 

On a former occasion, I suggested, that in the organiza- 
tion of such an institution involving so deeply the interest 
and credit of the State, the attention of tbe legislature 
would properly be directed to.a elose-scrutiny of the provi- 
sions of ifs charter; and in throwing arouud it the most 
guarded restrictions. for the greater safety of the State; and 
to that communication, I again invite your consideration. 
In addition to the amendments there recommended, I wilt 
here remark, that the policy of the provision entitling the 
State to one-tenth of the whole profits of the bank in con-. 
sideration of its bonds may be well questioned. The State 
. can have no motive in making such a transaction a matter 
of profit. In loaning its credit to carry into effect this tù- 
stitution, it should be influenced from higher considerations, 
that of the interest and prosperity of the whole community. 
All it can desire, is an ample indemnity against the risk 
and any ultimate loss on the bonds., It would accord bet- 
ier perhaps with the.characier and interest of the State, to 
substitute for this provision, the insertion of some additional, 
security to the State. 

There seems to be some ambiguity in the construction to 
be placed upon the eighth section, as to the value to be fixed 
upon the-property mortgaged for the payment of stock by - 
subscribers. From its reading I arrive at the conclusion, 
that all the property mortgaged for ihat purpose, with the, 
exception of houses, is to be taken at its fair valuation as- 
fixed by the commissioners.. From the ninth section I un- 
derstand thai the corporaiion is invested with a discretion- 
ary power fo loan, to negotiate, to. take mortgages and 
pledges, and to discount ou such terms, and'such securities 
as they shall judge proper. This clause would seem to 
apply to mortgages given for the payment of notes discount- 
ed, and not for those given for stock; and vests the power 
in the corporation to take the properly proposed to be mort- 
gaged at iis estimated value, or to make any deduction they 
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may think proper. The twenty-sixth section, however; 
_makes the discretionary power general, and the inference- 
js, that the board of directors have the right to receive the 
‘mortgaged property atits appraised value, both in payment 
of stock subscribed for, and for the payment of notes 
discounted. This feature must be highly objectionable: 
Itis calculated: to produce heart-burnings and much dissatise 
- faction. If the- property of one applicant be received at 
valuation: by the commissioners, and that of another bete- 
duced, the consequences may be readily conceived. I 
therefore recommend that this discretion given the board: 
be restricted; and for the better security of the Síate, 
tliat it be enjoined upon-it not to take properiy offered at 
more than one-half the value placed upon it by the commis- 
sioners, or at most two-thirds. 

The demands that are now bearing most heavily upon 
our citizens, and in the arrangement of which there is most 
difficulty, are those of non-residents; and if a prolonged: 
suspension of specie payments on ithe part of the banks 
should be deemed indispensable, a general demand for spe- 
cie in payment of debts may be apprehended. Under the 
Constitution of the United States, bank notes are not a 
legal tender; yet from general usage their receivability in 
payment of all debts.contracted in the State is strongly im- 
plied. The person who contracts a debt, has the undoubt- 
ed right to-stipulate for its payment in such issues as consti- 
tute the circulating currency of the State; but from their 
ready convertibility into specie for years past, the necessity 
for such stipulations was not thought of. This faet, witha 
reference to the existence of an abundant mixed earrency 
at the time these debts were contracted,and a combinatior 
of circumstances subsequently causing a sudden failure of 
the banks to redeem their notes with specie, and thereby 
giving to it a value over its representative which did not 

weyiously exist, should be quite sufficient either to waive 
the demand for specie, or to induce the utmost forbearance 
on the part of creditors. An attempt on their part to ex- 
tort specie, and thus secure to themselves the premium it 
commands, in addition to the legak interest, which under 
their contracts is aH that was anticipated, would be scarce- 
ly less exceptionable than a direct interference on the 
part of the legislature. To quiet the apprehension alluded 
to, and (o spare our citizens so severe an additional trial, the 
ropriety of some timely aid through the action of your 
body can scarcely be doubted. 

Under the impression that an enlarged accommodation 
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the State. They are intended for a special and limited | 
purpose, to meet a present exigency. But if it did, the in- 
convenience complained of, is counteracted by the facts, 
that Im ordinary times there will exist no difficulty in con- 
verting the bonds info specie—that ihe perfect security for 
their ultimate redemption, together with the circumstance 
of their drawing inierest, will supersede toa great extent. 
the desire or necessity of their conversion. This idea is 
sustained by ihe fact, that State bonds drawing an interest 
ef six per cent. have been readily converted into coin, at a 
handsome premium; and this circumstance offers a sufficient 
guarantee to their general receivability, equaling at least, 
and I should suppose, surpassing that of our present bank 
issues. NS 

The prohibition alluded toin the 91h section of General 
Provisions. does not bear upon the measure under consider- 
ation. Itis not proposed io borrow money, nor to pledge 
the faith of the State for the payment, or redemption of any 
loan or debi, growing out of such loans; but for the ulti- 
mate redemption of iis bonds loaned to individuis jupon 
the most approved security. The ohject of tl ision; 
from ils reading, is very apparent, and was clearly intended 
to guard against hasty and impradent pledges of the faith 
of the State, to raise a lean of money for the. establishment 
ofbanking institutions. The Legislature at its late session 
in passing an act relative to the reception of the surplus re- 
venue; pledging the faith of the State for its safe-keeping 
and return when called for, has virtally confirmed the con- 
siruction here given to the provision. - i 

"The establishment ofa National Bank at some short pe- 
riod,is much relied upon as promising the most efficient 
and speedy corrective, for the existing evils and distress.— 
Gut the time necessary ior carrying into effect so important 
a measure, the objections to be met and overcome, together 
with the dieat difficulty insettling the details of the charter: 
all conspire toó place such an anticipation upon a fond hope. 
rather than any well founded probability; and the unfavora- 
ble action of Congress atits late session upon the subject. 
howeyerit may be regretted, servis to show the futility-of 
farther reliance upon a foreign dependency, and the neces- 
sity of devising other means to avert the mischief with 
which we are threatened. M 

ifoar immediate interest was alone consulted, the estat- 
lishment ofa National Bank would perhaps loose much of 
its importance. If there is one Statein the Union above all 
cfhers, that can dispense with such an institution, it is Mis 
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sissippi. Our great staple commodity furnishes the means 
by which the issues of a powerful State Bank, properly or- 
ganized, and backed by the credit and faith of the State, 
could be made to supersede, to a great extent, the necessity 
of a National Bank. I shall not, however, be found the 
advocate of a policy so contracted and selfish. A National 
currency is a National concern, and properly to be urged up- 
on the advantages to result tothe JVatzon, and not those of a 
State. 

The propriety ofa single banking institution fostered by 
ihe State, witha view io the enhanced credit and extended 
circulation of its currency, as above hinted at, is an opinion 
Jong entertained and expressed. The amount of bankiag 
capital chartered by the State, is not so much to be objected 
io, as the numerous independent banks through which it is 
wielded. 1f, therefore, a plan at some fuiure period could 
be digested, so as to induce the banksto surrender their 
charters, and.to consolidate their capital into one or even 
iwo State institutions, I feel satisfied that it would have the 
most salutary effect in giving to ifs issues an extended cre- 
dit and confidence, that those of the numerous banks, airea-, 
dy charicred, can never realize. 

i believe, however, in order to ensure a sound, uniform 
currency at home and abroad, even with the existence of 


such a Niate institution, it would bebetter to have a branch ` 


ofa National Bank located amongst us, that they may act 
as checks upon each oiher. I do not wish to be understood 
‘as being indifferent to the establishment ofa National Bank, 
freed from some well founded objections to its former organ- 
ization, and usages; on the contrary; from the best reflec- 
tions 1 have been able io bestow upon the subject, I be- 
lieve it to be essentially necessary to the Government as a 
fiscal agent, and for the regulation of ihe national currency. 

A proposition, which has excited some sensasion, has been 
thrown out as a compromise, for ihe purpose of facilitating 
thisobject. The terms arean amendment of the Constitu- 
tion of the United Slates, giving to Congress ihe power to 
act, and by a fixed provision io vest in that body the 


entire control of the banking capital of the Union—to pre- . 


vent iis increase, and to provide for its decrease; until the 
eapifal-àmong the States shall be reduced io a ratio that 
may be deemed'safe by Congress; afd the States abjure the 
power of incorporating a bank beyond the amount of capi- 
tal fixed as the ralio. 

No scheme has yet been preposed less equivocal in its nature: 
6r more directly tending to sap and merge in the withering influence 
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of aseparate and independent bank government, the sovereign ac 

tion of the States. We should not wantonly jeopardize the stability 
of the government by tampering with the Constitution in the way 
of amendments. It is not necessary, in crderto effect the object 
desired, and as a precedent, it is impossible to predict the -conse- 
quences that inight result from the experment. 

That there are evils to be encountered in a National Bank, may 
be freely admitted; but they are incident to, and perhaps insepara- 
ble from, the whole banking system which is irrevocably fastened 
upon us; and which must endure as long as the government itself. 
The establishment therefore of sich an institution, is rather a matter 
of necessity than choice. And upon this necessity, and the conse- 
euent implied power, I would also rest the action of Congress.— 
"The dangerons political influence that a National Bank is capable 
of wielding may be dreaded; but how are we to lessen the evil? 
The objection will apply with at least equal force to the mode of 
operating ihrough the State Banks. ‘The power ofa National Bank 
is open, palpable, and standing separate and apart from those of the 
State, iis operations wiltbe closely scanned, and the States will be 
more vigilant in guardingagainst its bad effects. But the Federa 
agency and controling influence operating through the State Dank- 
is insidious and pervading, and consequently more to be dreaded. 

‘The Sub-Treasury system is the only other mode spoken of. In. 
recommending this project, the position assumed by the President 
that, ‘the regulation of the exchanges of the country, relieving 
mercantile embarrassments, or interfering with the ordinary opera- 
lions of foreign or domestic commerce, /does not come within the 
province of the general government,” is as norel as it is inconsistent 
with the purposesfor which it was constituted. The grant of the 
specific powers to regulate commerce, and to provide for the general 
welfare, brings them clearly within the legitimate sphere of the ar- 
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tions have created such an increased demand for money, the idea of 
destroying the facilities of the creditsystem, and adopting the anti- 
guaied scheme of a metallic currency, musi surely be impolitic.— 
Tn that event our extended operations, andour grand projects of in- 
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| ternal improvement must be narrowed down, and graduated by a 


acale adjusted to the limited means afforded by sucha currency. 1 
do not mean to say, that ali the blessings and prosperity which we 
bave experienced, are to be atiributed entirely to this paper cr credit 
system; bot it is‘certain that we have enjoyed them to an extent 
that has never before fallen to the lot of any people; and our rapid 


‘advancement asa Nation, may with egual precision, be ascribed 
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to the convenience and facilities it afforded. ` It is therefore 
little short of an insult to the understanding to proposeso sudden a 
zevolution in habits that have grown upon us, and been strengthened 
‘by long experience inthe business and great commercial iransac- 
*ionsof the country, and by which the astonishing advancement of 
our national prosperity has-been so much aided. 

Aia moment like the present, when the exchanges of the ceus- 
‘try are deranged, foreign and domestic commerce at a stand, and 
anprecendented ‘evils assailing almost to ruin the mass of the pele, 
itis gravely propesed to abandon these greal interesis, and by this 
independent execuuve machinery, io separate the government from 
all bauks. I-can neither admire the spirit nor the tone in which this 
ineasure was conceived apd brought forward. The time was badly 
chosen for so thorough an innovation. When so large an amount of 
&pecie is hoarded for exporiation—when ibe banks are in want of it 
to strengthen their vaults, and when il already commands so high a 
premium that it is no longer acurreacy, but en article of traffic, it 
must be impolitic to create and bring into the market, so powerful 
a competitor as the general government would be in its E 
of the precious metals ibrough i iis sub-agents. 

The measure ia ils operations must tend to enlarge executive pa- 
tronage—to increase greatly the insecurity abd risk of the govern- 
ment—to raise indirectly the salary of its oficers—io compel mer- 
-ehants to purchase specie ata heavy premium to discharge iheir Cus- 
tom-house bonds—to enhance ihe value of coin, by still farther 
discrediting bank bills; and it is equally apparent, ‘that it will post- 
pone the great object we skould constanily keep in view, of a re-. 
“sumption of Specie Pamens by the banks. Instead then of giving 
us a soned and uniform currency, government ifself becomes the 
disorganizer and cause of depreciation. 

But there is another and more impressive point of view, in which 
the proposed measure and its tendency may be considered. I had 
supposed that the great conservative principle to be cherished and 
inculcated, in supportof our happy insiitations, was a close union 
of feeling and interest; and the idea of the government, the mere 
agent of the people, withdrawing or separating itself from their 
anost important interests, is not-ef that expanded ‘caste that should 
distinguish the views of ‘ihe chief magistrate of a great nation.— 
Asan example, it must tend to alienate the warmth of public feel- 
ing towards the government, and to weaken, if not to sever the 
ties that bind us to the Union. There is a natural disposition, an 
inherent principle, in all subordinate governments to cast of re- 
sisaint, and to set u ip for for themselves, thatzecds notthis ieee ng.

> The undersigned do not pretend to have made so critical 
an .examination of the code reported by Judge Pray, as.to 

‘authorize them to say that it may not contain objections 
unobserved by them; nor will we say, that. as members.of - - 
the Legislature, we are prepared to sanction all. the acts ` 
contained therein. It is not indeed io he expected, that 

. any one, however capablethe may be, could offer a work of . 
the kind that would give general satisfaction; and we are 

, inclined to believe that, neither atthe present time, nor.at 
any other- period, within the -history of the State of -Missis- 
E, Would ayers aoi of her citizens haye been found 
willing to subscribe their Bear to all the'statute ens of the 
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State. The undersigned are of opinion, that from the fact that 
_2 portion ofthe people of this Staie are wholly unsup- 

plied with ihe existing statutes, some provision of the kind 
has become absolutely necessary. We think ii better that 
the people shonld be supplied with a code of laws which 
might be regarded in some respecis as objectionable, rather 
than remain wholly ignorant of what is the law of the land. 
At the present time there is perhaps a majority of the cour- 
ties of the State in which not a single entire copy of all the 
statuies can be found, and many of them have but few, if 
any, of the acis of the Legislature, and the few they have. 
tend io confuse rather than enlighien those whose duty it 
is to administer ihe law. The code of Judge Pray, in ihe 
opinion of the undersigned, has some circemstances attach- 


/ -ed toit which are calculated io recommend it favorably io 


the people of ihe State of Mississippi. It contains a digest 
of most,if not all, of the acis.of a public nature in force at 
the time in which it was written, and ihe old, obselete and 
barbarous law-language in which most of them are written. 
has been discarded, and a concise and comprehensive style. 
which evinces great clearness of perception and legal ac- 


. ^ guirement in iis author, substituted in its stead. This last im- 


provement is such as has been made in several of our sister 
States, who have engaged in a similar work of revision of 
their statuies. The principal innovations on the now ex- 
isting laws of the State proposed by that code, are in the 
opinion of the undersigned, the most commendable part of 
the whole work, ‘They propose the abolishment of some of 
. the old established forms of pleading, and of bringing action: 
in our couris ofjustice,—forme which had their origin in igno- 
rant and barbarous ages, apd the reasons for which have 
long since ceased io exist, and subsiitated others in their 
stead adapted io the capacity of every citizen who can read. 
and made consonant with the improvement in literature. 
laws and political rights of the age and country in which we 
ive. The undersigned, therefore, recommend that the ser- 
eral bills contained in said code, be read and parcelled out 
for action in the two branches of ihe Legislature, under 
the following rules and regulations: 

. lst, That eleven o’clock, A. M., on each day, be the hour 
to go into the consideration of the Revised Statutes. 
' 2d, Thateach act in succession, be read throughout the 
first time for infotmation. 

. 9d, That each act, after the first reading, be read a se- 
cond iime forthwith by its file, and referred to a select 
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tommitiee of three members, with leave to report the same 

amended or otherwise. : 

4th, That on the report of cach select committee, the 
proceedings thereon shall be as in ordinary cases. 

5th, That a joint select committee to consist of ten mem- 
bers on the part of the House of Representatives, and five 
members on the part of the Senate, be appointed to report 
a list of all acis of a public nature, and also a list of all acts 
of a private nature, that it may be deemed advisable to pub- 
lish with the revised code, with instructions to report a bill 
declaring what acts shali be thus incorporated in the revised 
«ode. 

Gih, That a joint select committee to consist of six mem- 
bers on the part of the House of Representatives, and three 
members on the part of the Senate, be appointed to report a 
liet of such acts of Congress and other public documents, as 
it may be deemed necessary io publish with the revised 
code, with instructions to 1eport a bill embracing the above 
object. ' 

7th, That two commissioners of legal attainments, be 
elected by joint ballot of both houses, to arrange and super- 
intend the publication ofthe Revised Statutes, and to pre- 
pare a suitable index for the same. 

Sib, That said siatuies be published in three volumes 
—the first volume to contain the criminal code, the second 
the civil code, and the third a summary of all the acts of a 
private and iocal nature. 

Sth, That a joint committee be appointed wiih instrac- 
tions to report a bill prescribing more fully the duties of the 
above mentioned commissioners, and. to previde for their 
compensation, and alse for the expense of publishing the

The seventeen banks and branch banks examined by the 
commissioners, had $303,304 95 of specie in their vaults. 
and have made advances’on cotton to the amount of $314.- 
307 12, while their circulation amounts to 53,340,321. 
their deposites to $1,101,218 06; and the amount! due 
‘them from other banks exceeds their liabilities to the 
same. The report does not show what amount of their 
notes and bills discounted are available now or will bein 
any given period. The ability of the banks to resume spe- 
cie payments, and at the same time to keep ia circulation 
a currency sufficient to meet the demand: of the country. 
depends on the availability cf their discounts. Judging 
from the vast amount of loans made to a few individuals, 
combined with a knowledge of the fact, that ^ ^e means of 
the borrowers consist mostly of unproductive property, I 
conclude that the bauks will not realize much from those 
who are heavily indebted, for several years to come. 

The abundant resources of the State, however, together 
with the fixed determination manifested by the people to 
incur no new debts which they can possibly avoid, will have 
a favorable infucnce in restoring contidence, and soon en- 
able the banks to resume specie payments. Harmonious 
action is neverilelers indispensable, and the bauks should 
be prohibited from extending their issues until the resump- 
fion is effected. The present circulation of our banks 
amounts to more than six millions of dollars; a portion of it, 
however, is not in active circulation, but beld by the seve- 
ral banks. A circulation equal to one-fifth of the annual 
products of the couníry is admitted, by political economists. 
to be amply suficient, Gur exports cannot be safely val- 
ued at more than üfteen millions of dollars. -The product 
. of the soil alore can be relied on to pay our foreign debt 
and reinstate vur credit. Excessive bank issues would on- 
ly cause our currcncy to depreciate still more, procrastinate 
the resumpiion of specie payments, and demoralize the 
country. : :

* terto a corporation is a grant ef privileges—any violation 
of their powers is a misuser, and works a forfeiture.

paid by either: the reat object of their creation was the 
promotion of the planting and commercial interests of the 
State, by the distribution of loans according to the spirit of 
their respective charters, and at the same time afford to the 
people a currency equivalent to gold and silver. 
£ A careful examination of the original charter of the Plar-

This statement was compiled under the direction of the 
secretary of the treasury, from actual returns made by those 
banks, and as it has been long since published and not con~- 
tradicted, it may be relied on as correct.

659.473 90, a sum nearly equal to. two-thirds of the whole 
circulation of the seventeen banks examined by the com- 
missioners. Their specie, at the same time, amounted tc 
$552,938 77. I haveno meansof arriving at their present 
cirevlation. hut from the fact of their having made heavy 
purchases of cotton, and. advanced large sums on that arti- 
cle, it may be inferred that their issues are now greater 
than on the Ist May, 1837. 

All the revenue of the State is deposited in the Planters 
Bank, which also has the control of the sinking and othe: 
large funds in which the State is deeply interested. The 
faith of the State is pledged for the redemption of the 
bonds sold and.invested in stock of the Planters’ Bank. 
amounting to two millions of dollars, and in the event of a 
failure of the bank to pay the principal and interest of these 
bonds, the persons and property of all our citizens would 
be subjected to taxation. 

The State being the largest stockholder in the Planters 
Bank, and all her citizens deeply interested in the fidelity 
of the management of the institution, it is indeed passing

of the stock should deny the State directors admission, and 
refuse an examinalien by commissioners delegated by thc 

‘Legislatare—the sovereign power of the State—for that 
purpose. ` 
^L The charter of the Agricultural Bank makes it “ the duty. 
f of the governor of this State, to appoint annually, a.compe- 
3tent person to inspect such general accounts on the books 

/ of the bank as he shall deem necessary, and faithfully to re- 

pert every violation of the fundamental rules of said corpo- 

' pation.” So far as I can ascertain, no-such agent has been 

*appeinied for more than two years, and I am not aware 

Hbatany thorough examination. has ever taken place.— - 
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, This bank has, by selling specie, and specie certificates; 
and discounting freely bills of exchange, at usurous rates of £ 
interest, made enormous profits for her stockholders. Itis | 
believed, that not long before hcr suspension, she declared | 
and paid toher stockholders a dividend of about twelve and 
a. half per cent. on her profits, for the preceding six months, 
and had a surplus of profits accruing during the same peris 
od of about three and a half per cent. Such a dividend is 
unparalleled in the history of banking, and proves- either 
that the bank infringed on her capital, or was- unusually 
successful in her operations. Y 

The Planters’ and Agricultural Banks, being the oldest : 
institutions of the kind in the State, were, nevertheless, the 
first-in the Union to suspend specie payments, and the only 
ones that ultimately refused an examination by the commis- 
sioners. "These facts, together with the great interest which 
the state has in the soundness of the former, have induced - 
me to call your partüicülar attention to their conduct, and 
to respecifully urge the -adoption of such measures as will ` 
vindicate the honor and secure the interests of the people 
of the State. The * grave doubis entertained” by the di- 
‘rectors of ihe Lake Washington and Deer Creek Railroad 
and banking company, “of the constitutionality of the Le- 
gislature from which the powers of the commissioners eme 
anated," have disappeared, and they are now willing to be 
fully examined. Appended, will be found the statement 
of its affairs certified by the new board of directors, and’ 
transmitted to the auditor for the inspection of the Legisla- 
ture. 

It remains for me to recommend to the representatives of 
the people, such measures “as I may deem necessary and

All the banks in operation last May, having defeated the 
great.object of their creation: by failing to fulfil their con» .

7? Legislatures charter banks to enable capitalists to make 
‘safe investments, and to furnish the community with the 
, means of acquiring loans; unless corporations are so modi» 
“fied as to subserve the public good, they are contrary to 
7 £he genius of republican government: monopolies can nev- 
“er be tolerated by a free people. Those who take stock, 
“admit that they have a surplus capital, and can have no 
„just claim on the banks for loans. The sale of the stocks 
bwned by our citizens, would afford great relief to the 
‘banks; the holders of stocks in this State, are the largest 
‘borrowers ofthe banks, Tt is not to be expected, that the 
bfficers of the banks will press their stockholders, or curtail 
their own accommodations, unless compelled todo so. The 
salutary effect of limitations in their accommodations, as 
‘well as in the tenure of their offices, will not be questioned. 
Retation in office would correct existing abuses; the new 
directory would generally scrutinize the affairs of the bank, 
and correct such abuses as may have taken place. If one- 
third of the directors were required to go outof office every 
year, and none permitted to serve as directors more than 
two years out of six, we might reasonably expect greater 
fidelity in-the management of the banks. Foreign stock- 
holders control the election of directors in nearly all of our 
banks; their great object is to make money, and keep up 
the price of.their stocks; they centre all the proxies in the 
hands of the cashier or some other confident— control the 
' election of directors, and select such as they deem best cal- 
culated to promote the interest of the stockholders; the 
interest of the country is a secondary consideration. No 
officer of the.banks ought to hold proxies, and the votes by 
proxy should be limited. 

The banks can extend their issues to ten times the pre- - 
sent amount, if their continued refusal to redeem their issues 
is sanctioned by the publie voice. This would forever put . 
it out of their power io resume; interest is the great lever 
which guides them, and they are well aware that they can 
greatly increase the profits of their stockholders if their : 
suspension is countenaced. Foreign exchange is now about 
three per cent. below the specie par of exchange; this. will. 
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eause the precious metals to flow into the country, and we 
may safely calculate on. an abundant supply during the pre- 
sent year. In New York, exchange on New Orleans is 
three and four per cent., while it is fifteen or twenty on 
. Natchez. The cotton now on hand and already shipped, 
will remedy this unjust discrimination. 

Most of the solvent banks of the Union will resume spe- 
cie payments in the course of the ensuing spring and sum- 
mer. The banksof Mississippi have resources as ample as 
those of any other State; and with two exceptions, their 
liabilities are much less in proportion to their available 
means. During the next summer and fall, the banks, by is- 
suing post notes, payable at the maturity of the crop of 
1838, would be enabled to withdraw their circulation pay- 
able on demand, and substitute notes payable at a future 
day, bearing interest. ‘These would pass more currently 
than the present irredeemable currency. 1 am fully aware 
that the great objection on the part of the banks to such 
issues, is, that they curtail their profits. This argument, 
however, should not have much force, theirimprovident man- 
agement has mainly contributed to the present disorganized 
State of our currency, and they should cheerfully contribute 
their aid in giving to the people, at the earliest possible 
period, a sound currency. Necessity alone could excuse 
their suspension, but nothing can justify their failure to re- 
dee n their issues atany moment when they have the means 
in their possession. 

Money is now abundant in Europe, and can be obtained 
on unquestionable security at low rales of interest. The 
rage for speculation has subsided, and every indication 
warrants.the speedy restoration of confidence. Entertain- 
ing these views of the situation of the banks of this State, , 
and of the favorable change about to take place, I respect- 
fully suggest that all our banks be compelled to resume spe- 
cie payments on or before in first of November next, and 
that such of them as refuse to comply with this requisition, 
be compelled to wind up their affairs, for the benefit of theie 
creditors and stockholders. ; í

That there are now in operation twenty-eight banks and 
branches. The affairs of seventeen of which we have cri- 
tically examined. i 

The object of the Legislature, as set forth in the law pre- 
scribing tne duties of the commissioners, was to ascertain 
the circulation of the banks, the amount of specie on hand, 
and the ability of the various institutions to fulfil all their 
engagements. 

it has been rendered impossible to arrive at the true 
banking movement of the State, in consequence of the re- 
fusal of several banks to submit to an examination, yet 
those iustifutions which baye, in obedience to law, submit- 
ted their affairs to the scrutiny of the board of commission- 
ers, we are happy in being able to state are in a much 
sounder condition. as regards ultimate “ability to fulfil al 
engagem: nis," tis. was generally believed at the time the 


board of comzissicners entered upon the performance of 
their duty. 


The Agriculsral and Planters’ banks, Natchez, refused + 
to submit to an examination. ‘The correspondence with the 7 


heads of those institutions is appended. we 
The Deer Creck and Lake Washington Railroad Wind 


Banking Company denied a full examination, upon the plea 
that “grave dou ns were enterlained of the constitutionality 
of the Legislature from which the power of the commission-. 
ers emanated.” From the partial examination made we 
have no doubt that the institution has been safely and cre- 
ditably concacted. The law under which we act, and the 
charter of ine bank, both have particular reference to an 
examinatica of the “amount of specie on hand.” Not be- 
ing permitied to enter the vault we withdrew. Since that 
period, we Lave reccived an invitation to return and prose- 
cute a full examination, 

In August lasi the commissioners were in Columbus, in- 
tending to visit ihe Aberdeen and Pontotoc Railroad and 
Banking Company, at Aberdeen, but ascertained that the 
sank had revurned the stock to its owners, and had then no 
actunl existence. Since that time it has been re-organized 
and is in active operation, but the season had so far ad- ' 
vanced as to render it impossible to visit that section again. 
before the sitting of tke Legislature. 

The Vickssurg Bank, and the Water Works Bank at 
Vicksburg, are beth preparing to make issues. The Port 
Gibson Bank is about to do the same. None of them how- 
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ever ares suificienily in operation to call the attention of the 
commissioners. 

The Citizens Bank of Madison county, at Canton, has 
recently gone into operation, has made issues of post notes, 
and notes payable en demand. We subjoin the statemen: 
furnished bw the president, which came to hand properly 
authenticated. 

A succinct view of the actual resources and liabilities of 
each bank, ai ihe period of examination, is submitted; ais: 
a general statement of them all, at two different perioc:: . 
the first on the 10th May, 1837, in the midst of the gererzi 
panic, after ihe suspension of some of the banks, but before 
all in the State had ceased io redeem their notes in specie: 
the second on the 20ih December, the latest day at which 
we could possibly obiain statemenis in time to embody them 
in ihe report. By these statements it will be seen, that & 
positive increase of circulation and deposiies has been made 
since the suspension of specie paymenis, without a corres 
ponding increase of specie. ‘This, in the case of almosi 
every bank, has been caused by the purchase of cotton, o: 
advancemenis, ostentibly to supply themselves with specie. 
The large table (marked A) presents a general view of the 
situation of the banks at the periods above named. A tabie 
of balances and of bank notes held by the barks wowi 
have been presented had all of them summitted to an exam- 
ination, thus enabling us io show ihe actual situation al 
the aceonnís current of the institutions with each otber.

Upon examination it will be found that the 
amountofdiscouats, bythe banks examined, > 
exceeds their capital only by the sum of $2,587,794 
Their circulation is about one-fourth of the capital paid in. 
The propertion of specie to the amount of circulation 
‘and deposites is 1 to 15, 
dhestriking disproportion between the cash means and 
cash liabilities of the banks at ilis time, is no evidence of 
a want of forecast or integrity on tbe part of the directory 
‘of those instituiions, but in most instances has been the re- 
sult of causes beyond their control. The peculiarity of 
. charters in many cases compelling the banks to loan one- 
half their capital upon notes of long time, twelve months 
, and renewable, and the large sums expended by other banks 
upon railroads which they were bound to complete within 
a given period, bave, in a great measure, created this dis- 
parity. Add the amounts expended by those banks which 
are compelied to make railroads, to. their cash means, and 
` it will be seen that the sum will nearly equal their immedi- 
ate liabilities. A large proportion of the amount expended 
upon railroads was paid in specie. "This was particularly 
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ihe case with the Commercial and Railroad Bank of Vicks- 

burg. -> 

The fact is palpable that those banks which were com- 
pelled by their charters to loan within a few specified 
months one-half their capital on long time, have been ex- 
eecdingly crippled. The Commercial Bank of Manchester 
presents the most striking examples: that institulion was - 
compelled to make its long loans in the three months just 
prier to the suspension of spegie payments, when the de- 
mand for the precious metals was so great that nearly every 
dolizr discounted was presented in a few hours after for the 
specie. We instance this bank, because the long loan: 
were made at that critical junciure. It is true that the 
Commercial Bank of Natchez, and the Commercial Bank of 
Rodney made their long loans at the same period; but their 
loans were made to take up protested bills and relieve them- 
selves from a suspended debt, thus merely changing thc 
Character of the security and not increasing their cash lia- 
bilities. 

In view of the foregoing facts we are not at all surprised 
at the relative proportion of specie to circulation and de- 
posites exhibted by those banks which have dealt but Hitic 
in exchange, have made long loans to any very great extent. 
or expended much upon railroads. It is impossible for a 

, bank with long paper only, although well secured, to meet 
notes or debis payable on demand. ‘This can only be ef 
fected hy short paper, payable upon given days; hence it 
might have been expected that banks which exiensively 
purchase bills at thirty and sixty days would have exhibited 
a greater proportion of specie to their circulation and dc- 
posites.

Only a trifling sum has ever been presented to the banks 
| for protest, although most of them are subject by theirchar- 
ters to the payment of twelve and a half per cent. interest. 
A people never have borne more patienily their wrongs 
Never did such a spirit of forbearance pervade a communi-i 
ty as that which characterizes our own. Weighed down 
by the prostration of commercial credit, overwhelmed bya | 
domestic and foreign debt accumulaied during the rage of a ? 
speculating mania, bank credits strained to. their utmost 
tension, the country flooded with a currency that depreci-: 
ates-with its increasing redundancy, still the astonishing 
spectable is presented of a whole people quietly sufferinz 
these evils, paying for merchandize with paper that is from 
20 to 30 per cent. below ibe standard of value, goli and 
silver, thus creating a tariff of 20 per cent. which the con- . 
sumer must pay, and yet no suits are instituted against the 
banks to compel them teredeem each nominal amount with 
iis promised value. This spirit of forbearance is produced . 
by a corresponding one on the part of the banks to their 
debtors, and by a general confidence which the people en- 
tertain in the solvency of our banking institutions and their 
“ultimate ability to meet all engagements.” = 
The country has been overwheimed by a deplorable ca- 
lamity. The root of the evil is to be found alike in ihe 
hearts and dispositions of the people as in excessive issues 
by the banks. The desire for speculation was fed by bank 
issnes and accommodations; but we find that the creation 
of so large a number of new banks, which have flooded the 
country with their paper, received its impetus from this 
same spirit of speculation. Bank charters were petitioned 
for with less reference to the wants ef the community in 
which they were to be located, than to the desire of the 
projectors to speculate in stocks. / < 
The cayses whieh produced this state of things are not 
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now to.be inquired inio. The best and most permanen: 
mode of relief oughi alone to occupy the minds of those who 
arc vested with the power of enacting laws for the genera! 
welfare. 

- In order to arrive ata just conclusion as to the true po- 
cy to be pursued—provided ihe banks be nof enjoinec—i:

4ih. The ability of the banks to resume at any given period. 
The colion crop of 1837 will be required to pay our 
foreign debt. The crop of "38 will discharge the surplus 
bank debt. Wheiher the payment be made in cotton. to 
the banks or otherwise, still the banks wiil have the ability 
to increase ihe amount of specie in their vaults so as safely 
to resume specie payments. i 

A view of the situation of the banks, is evidence suff- 
cient that ihey are unable to resume now. The first of 
July or August in any yearis the most proper period to 
fix upon for resumptios. The reason is obvious; we an-. 
naally consume of the producis. of the west,the value of 
$3,500,000 in pork, corn, flour, bacon, beans, bagging, rope, 
horses aud mules, while tbe whole amount of our exports 
in exchange is less than $500,000, and the immense balance 
must be paid in specie or its equivalent, checks on the 
north, This trade, in which there is so little reciprocity, 
ceases about the rsi of July, hence that is the most proper 
period to fix upon for a resumption of specie payments. 

A large proportion cf the assets of the banks falls due by 
the first of July next, but the amount that will be paid, 
will fall short of the increase of circulation by the advanee- 
ments on colton; therefore, the banks will not be in a 
better condition for resumption than now. An attempt to 
resume as eariy as January, 1839, would cériainiy effect the. 
prices, not only of the crop of 738, but also ibat portion! of 
the present crop that remains unsold when ihe measure of 
resuming shall be resolyed upon. It is equally certain, 
that a depreciation of our staple at home, will be followed 
by a still greater Cepreciation in Europe, It is undeniably 
true, that ihe bank of England can, by refusing facilities 
to those connected with American trade, exercise a power- 
ful influence over the American exporis; and that sho will 
do so, to save lier preciosas coins, we cannot doubt. 

Another consequence of a resumption so earlyas January, 
1839, would be the redaction of the aggregate bank circu- 
lation three millions, the balance againstus in the western 
trade, ihe efféct of which would be felt by the whole com-- 
munity, on the prices of produce and labor. Debts which 
were’ contracted when the circulating medium was redun- 
dant and prices high, could not be paid with a greatly 
reduced circulation and a consequent reduction in prices. 

By fixing on July or August,. 739, for a. Fesumption. of. 
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specie payments, the period being distant, and their being a 
certainty of our realizing a fair price for this and tle greater 
part of next crop, we conid gradually import specie without 
effecting the price of our own staple. We would iaus en- 
able all our citizens to pay their debts more speedily and 
more certainly. "Phe banks would. not only have the pro- 
ceeds of the crops of "37 and "58 but a portion of the crop 
of *39 io operate upen before there could be any general 
run upontiem for specie. It would be extremly impclitic 
io force a resumption at an earlier period than July er ^u- 
gusi’S8, but the banks can ai that period resume with per- 
fect safely to the community. i 

Df The limitations cad resiriciions necessary to Tnsiread 
graduc! return jo a currency that shall Le convertabd: 1220 gold 
or sivér, with proper safeguards for ihe people hercafer. Hi 
would bs impoletic to reduce the circulation of ise banks 
at the preseat time, as it would be onerous upon fhe pecpie 
and disturb the relations which now exist betweea del 
and creditor. The object then shouli be, to increase 
gradually the specie until it shall form a prover and legiti 
mate basis for the present circulation and the average 
amount of deposits. That our banks require alorger prs- 
portion of specie to their circulation and deposits, than the 
banks of many other staies, is owing ts ihe peculiar alti- 
tude which Mississippi occupies. The whole western trade 
is a dead loss— an annual drain of specie, which can only 
be prevenieü by our planters growing ail these products 
which we now import from the west. ‘This irade will 
appear more sirixingly disadvantageous fo us, when Con- 
trasted wita tae westera trade which Louisiana drives, The 
imports of ihat Siate from the west for consumption, amount 
to much less than the value of ihe products of her own soil, 
sugar and molasses, wilh which she supplies ihe west. It 
is evident tai Mississippi, by carrying on a trade in which 
there is no reciprocity, is compelied to supply the whole 
west with specie, that must be furnished by cur banks so 
jong as this improvident traŭe is prosecuted. Hence a 
larger proportion of specie io the circulation and deposits 
of our banks is needed, than would otherwise be requisite. 

That deposites should be accoanted as circuiation is erl- 
dent from ihe fact, that they are more directly than the 
circulation an immediute cash liability. The circulation oi 
a bank may be disiribnied all over tue State, and cannot 
possibly be presented for payment in a very short space of 
time, whereas the individual deposites may all be withdrawn 
ig specie on the first day of a pannie; and the books of the. 
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banks show, that whenever confidence is in the slightest 
degree impaired, the depcsites decrease with amazing rapid- 
ity. This may be incorrect with regard to other sections 


. of the Union; but the experience of years proves that 


whai may be a practical result or a safe line of conduct for 
banks in one State, is not in another. 

The reports of the bank of England show, that in pros- 
perous limes the maximum of deposites may be relied upon 
as so much permanent capital, for the moment a panic en- 
sues by any revyuision in trade through bank agency or 
otherwise, her deposites increase. ‘The reverse is the ease 
with us, for the deposites are withdrawn at every revulsion. 
They are of course a cash liability, and the mere forbear- 
ance on the part of depositors to use their own funds, should ` 
not be construed inic-a removal of immediate liability on 
the part of the bank. . 

A general law which shall embrace the following com- ! 
pulsions, restrictions and penalties, would no doubt baye a ` 
very beneficial influence, te wit: 

ls. The banks io resume specie payments on the first 
day cf August, 1539, and at that period to have specie 
enough in their vaults to bear the proportion of cae dollar 
£o every four of circulation and depcsites. The resumption ; 
io taxe place, provided the banks in the Atlantic cities! 
Shall have resumed; if potin August 1840, the resumption ^ 
positively to take place. . 

24, In August, 1910, and ever after, the bank to have at | 
least one dollar in specie to every three dollars of circula- 
ion and deposites, and after thai pericd not to have an 
issue of any note under the denomination of tcn dollars. 

3d. The circulation of banks whose capital is over one 
million, not to exceed one-half the amount of capital paid 
in; the circulation of banks with a capital of one million 
and ander, nol to exceed two-thirds the amount. paid in.

- loudly for the interference of the Legislature. In most in- 

stances not by means of cash, but merely bank credits in 
ihe form of loans from other banks for one instalment, and 
stock notes for the balance. "The actual operation of which 
js, io make the apparent lender the actual borrower. It 
nominally increases the banking capital of the State, bat 
in reality cripples commercial enterprize, by absorbing 
, those bank credits which legitimaiely beleng to the 
* merchants. 
if pürcbasers of stock were prohibited from transfering 
it until every instalment was paid, there would be little in- 
centive for stock speculations when a bank came into ex- 
istence, fewer petitions for bank charters, and a more beal- 
thy and legitimaie bank action. 
' The board of commissioners were required by law te 
accompany their report with such statements and sugges- 
tions as they might derm useful.

l. Because the provisions of the charter are in violation 
of the principles of the constitution of the State, and of tha! 
equality of rights intended to be secured to the people by 
our republican form of government. The constitution de- 
clares, “that all free men are equal in rights, and that no 
man or set of men are entitled to exclusive privileges from 
the community but in consideration of public services.” 
The charter enacts, “ that no man shall be allowed to sub- 
scribe for stock. or become a stockholder by purchase, un- 
leas he is a land holder or owner of real estate.” This is 

| 
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establishing a privileged order in society, a landed aristoc. 
racy, and granting io inese who haye been so fortunate as 
fo inherit a landed estate from their ancestors, an exclusive 
privilege which is withheld from an honest and industrious 
laborer and mechanic who has been less fortunate, and is 
not the owner of real estate. 

2. ‘The charter enacts, that no individual shall be elligi- 
ble as a director unless his real estate is.valued at four 
thousand dollars, or in the language of ihe act, unless he 
has *at the time of his election in his own right at least 
thirty shares of the capital stock of said bank.” This is a 
violation of that equality of rights intended to be secured 
ta the people by our from of goverment, to prohibit by law 
one mun irem helding office well qualified to discharge its 
duties, and confer it on bis neighbor, because he has a few 
dollars more of moncy. 

9. The withdrawal of the capital at the expiration of 
the charter, will produce great embarrassment and distress 
in the community, unless the charter is renewed and con- 
iinuned from time to time, which would make it perpetual, 
and form the stockholders and those inheriting their rights ^ 
as successors into a privileged ordei, clothed with great po- 
litica? power, and enjoying immense pecunirary advantages 
withheld from the great bedy of the people. 

4. Beeause the industry of the county, ihe labor of the 
working portion of the community, and the property of the 
people as well as the head of each and every taxable person, 
whether a landhoider or not, will be pledged for the re- 
demption of the fifteen and a half millions of dollars pro- 
posed io be borrowed for the exclusive benefit of the lordly 

Jandhoider, the reckless speculator, and the whole host of 
nonpréucers, inclucing an army of presidents, cashiers, 
clerks, commissioners and other drones in sceiety, too lazy 
fo eara their support by honest industry, to the almost en- 
tire exclusion of ihe producing class, the great mass of the 
people, and those whe in the hour of peril and of danger 
fight the battles of the country. 

2. Because the whole capital stock of the bank is exempt 
from taxation, and the burihen of the government thrown 
on that porlion of ihe community least able io pay. The 
great body cf the people submit with cherefulness to a tax 
equal in-its operations, levied on their persons and property. 
for ihe purpcse of defraving the ordinary expenditures of 
the government, but it iswnjast, unequal and oppressive, io 
compel the honest farmer cf limited means, and the journey- 
mun mechanic tọ contribute a portion of their hard earm- 
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ings for the support of government, and at the same time 
exempt the wealthy landholder worth a hundred thousand 

‘dollars from the payment of any tax whatever on that por- 
tion of his property, merely because he has it invcsted in 
bank stock. 

5. It changes the well known laws of the State on the 
subject of mortgages, for the exclusive benefit of the bank, 
the provisions of which are not extended to other mortgages. 

7. Because instead of extending the charitable hand of 
relief to an unfortunate stockholder, the bank is expressly 
authorized by the charter to divest hil of his office and 
sell his property without a hearing before the judicial tri- 
bunais of the country, and in violation of that clause in the 
constitution securing to each and every individual the right 
of trial by jury. . 

8. Because the restriction in relation to unimproved 
lands will operate unequally and unjuslty on the citizens of 
the new counties, where a large portion of the lands are ne- 
cessarily in an uncultivated state, and give a decided ad- 
oe to the citizens of the old settled portions of the 

tate. 
' 9, Becanse if the bank gots into successful operation on 
the plan contemplated by its|/founders, it will dictate laws 
to the pu’lic and control the destinies of the State. The 
mother bank will control the branches, the branch banks 
the stockholders, and the stodkholders the debtors to the in- 
stitution. It will select all the candidates for public favor, 
and command its mercinary band of presidents, cashiers, 
clerks, and commissioners, ¢tc. to sustain ils nominations 
under the penalty of removal from office, which power of 
removal is expressly granted by the charter. 

10. Because it will not duswer the expectations of the 
people, for ihe directors of the branches will be the 
creatures of the mother bank, subject to its arbitray will, 
and in iis accommodaticns prohibited from exercising their 
own sound discretion. | 

11. Because it will create arlificial distinctions in society, 
make the rich richer, the potent more powerful, and the 
poor poorer, It will place the reins of government in the 
hands of a landed aristocracy, corrupt the fountains of jus- 
lice, and make the great body of the people hewérs of wood 
and drawers of water, mere slaves and vassals, tenanis-at 
will of a soulless monied moncpoly, and deformed monster 
of corruption. | 

12. Because it increases the banking capital of the Slate 
to more than fifty millions of dollars, an amount exceeding 
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ihe exports of the State by more than thirty-five millions 
of dollars, and far beyond what the wildest advocates of the 
banking system would consider ihe wants of the coünttry. 
And lastly. The act lias net been passed into a law in 
conformity with the forms prescribed in the constitution, 
and is consequently a nullity. 
Wherefore we ask, that this our protest may be entered 
upon the journals of the Senate. .

Having duly considered the bill entitled “An act to in- 
corporate the Real Estate Banking Company of Columbus, 
“Mississippi,” I feel constrained to return it to the House 
in which it originated, with my objections. 

Appended will be found the names of the various bank- 
ing companies already chartered in this State, together with 
a statement of their nominal capitals, as well as the amount ` 
actually paid in. "This alone affords ample justification for 
my refusal to sign the bill before me. 

On the first of January, 1836, five banks existed in the 
State, with a nominal capital of about twelve millions of 
dollars, and less than nine millions of actual capital. 
Now there are twenty-four banks, with nomiüal capitals 
amounting to sixty-two millions five «hundred and twelve 
thousand dollars, and their capital paid in amounts to 
eighteen millions eight hundred and eighty-four thou- 
sand three hundred and forty dollars. "When the Union 
Bank, gets into complete operation, as well as seyeral 
others, which will soon commence business, our banking 
capital actually paid in will amount io more than forty 
millions of dollars—an amount far beyond the actual wants 
of the people of the State. Most of the banks are authori- 
zed to issue three limes the amount of their several capitals, 
and should they ever exercise their powers to the full ex- 
tent in that particular, their paper would be little better 
than the old continental money. Political economists dif 
fer as to the extent of the circulating medium necessary to 
supply the wants of a State—none however contend for 
more than a fifth of the value of the annual products of the 
country; while others suppose, that one dollar of circula- 
tion is sufficient for thirty of product. The present circu- 
lation of the State is less than seven millions of dollars, and 
cannot be increased without depreciating our currency still 
more. $ : E 
There is scarcely a feature in the bill before me, which 
I could under any circumstances approve. . The stockhold- 
ers give their notes, secured by deeds of trust, for stock. 
The capital of the bank is to be five hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and may be increased to one million, of dollars, and 
the company is authorized to issue two dollars in paper 
money for every dollar of stock thus paid in; and can loan, 

n bond and pledge of real estate, at ten per cents peran- 
num interest, and take whatever amount of exchange they 
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may ihink proper to demand, exclusive of the discount 
specified in the charter.’ 

A company organized on such principles could, under no 
circumstances, keep in circulation paper money convertible 
on demand inte specie. Banks can only loan capital—they 
can never create it, The circulation and value of paper 
money depends mainly on its convertibility iato specie— 
not entirely on the ultimate solvency of the corporation 
issuing it, as is generally supposed. 

The faith of the government was pledged for the re- 
demption of the continental money—-it was made receiv- 
able in payment of all public dues, and a severe penalty 
imposed on all who refused to receive it, in payment of 
debts, at its nominal value. Every additional issue caused 
a furiher depreciation, and eventually it became worthless, 
and has not been redeemed to this day. 

These are times to be met, not followed. I cannot co- 
operate with the Legislature in chartering more banks— 
more especially when they are based upon principles evi- 
dently calculated to depreciate still more the currency — 
procrastinate for years the resumption of specie payments— 
destroy confidence—break up the standard of value, and 
weigh down the planting and commercial interests, by. the 
intolerable evils of a fluctuating depreciated currency. 

The high respect which I entertain for the Legislature, 
às well as an anxious desire to harmonize with the imme- 
diate representatives of the people, would induce me on 
ordinary occasions to yield my individual opinion; but 
when measures are submitted for my approval, which, if 
carried into effect, would as I conscientiously believe inflict 
evils irreparable, I cannot give them my official approval 
without violating my duty to my constituents, the people
